"So he flew off and fetched another 


acorn uucl dropped it in, aud tried to 
tiirt his eye to the hole ^uick enough to 
see what become of it, but he was too 
late. He held his eye there as much us 
a minute; then he raised up and sighed, 
and says, 'Confound it, I don't seem to 
understand this thing, no way; however 
I'll tackle her again.' He ietched an- 
other acorn, and dope his level best to 
see what become of it, but he couldn't. 
He says, 'Well, I never struck such a 
hole as this, before; I'm of the opinion 
{hat it's a totally new kind of u hole. 
Then he begun to get mod. He held in 
for a spell, walking np and down the 
comb of the roof aud shaking his head 
and muttering to himself; but his feel- 
ings got the upper hand of him, pres- 
ently, and he broke loose and cussed 
himself black in the face. 
I nevei see 


a bird take on so about a little thing. 
When he got through he walks to the 
hole and looks in again for half a min- 
ute; then he says, 'Well, you are a long 
hole, aud a deep hole, and a mighty sin- 
gular hole altogether—but I've started 
in to fill you, and I'm d—d if I don't 
fill youtif it takes a hundred years!' 


"And with that, away he went. You 


never see a bird work so since you was 
born. He laid into his work like a nig- 
ger, and the way he hove acorns into 
that hole for about two hours and a 
half was one of tho most exciting and 
astonishing spectacles I ever struck 
He never stopped to take a look any 
more—he just hove 'em in and 
for more. Well, at last he could hardly 
flop his wings, he was so tuckered out. 
He comes a-drooping down, once more, 
sweating like an ice-pitcher, drops his 
acorn in and says, 'Now I guess I've got 
the bulge on yon by this time!' So he 
bent down for a look. If you'll believe 
me, when his head come up again he 
was just pale with rage. He says, 'I've 
shoveled acorns enough in there to keep 
the family 30 years, and if I can see 
sign of one of 'em, I wish I may lam 
in a museum with my belly full of s>aw- 
dnst in two minutes.'

The sntterer 
told him the whole circumstance, and 
says, 'Now, yonder'sthe hole, and if you 
don't believe me, go and look for your- 
self.' So this fellow went and looked, 
and comes back and says, 'How many 
did yon say you put in there?' 'Not 
any less than two tons,' said the tuffer- 
er." The other jay went and looked 
again. He couldn't seem to make it 
out, so he raised a yell, and three more 
jays come. They all examined the hole* 
they all made the sufferer ttll it over 
again, then they all discussed it, and 
got off as many leather-headed opinions 
about it as an average crowd of humans 
could have done. 


"They called in more jays; then 


more and more, till pretty soon this' 
whole region 'peared to have a blue 
flush about it. There mast have been 
5,000. of them; and such another jawing 
and disputing and ripping aud cussing, 
yon never heard. Every jay in the' 
whole lot put his eye to the hole and ! 
delivered a more chuckle-headed opin- 
ion about the mystery than the jay that 
went there before him. 
They examined 


the house all over, too. 
The door was 


standing half open, and at last one old 
jay happened to go and light on it and 
look in. Of course, that knocked the 
mystery galley-west in a second. There 
lay the acorns, scattered all over the 
floor. He flopped his wings and raised 


a whoop, 'Come here!'ho says,'Come 
Here, everybody; hang'd if the 'tool 
hasn't been trying to fill np a house 
with acorns I 
1 They all oame a-swoop- 


ng down like'a blue cloud, and as each 
'ellow lit on the door and took a glance, 
be whole absurdity of the contract that 
hat first jay had tackled hit him home, 
and he fell over backward, suffocating 
with laughter; and the next jay took bis 
place and done the same. 


"Well, sirj they roosted around here 


on the house-top and trees for an hour, 
and guffawed over that thing like human 
twinge. It ain't any use to tell me a 
t>lne-jay hasn't got a sense of humor, 
Qecanse I know better. And memory, 
too. They brought jays here from all 
over the United States to look down 
that hole, every Summer for three 
years. Other birds, too. And they 
3ould al! see the point, the Yosemite, 
and he took this thing in on his way 
back. He said he couldn't see any- 
thing funny in it. But then he was a 
good deal disappointed about Yosamite, 
too." 


The Republicans of Wisconsin cele-

But, fellow citizens, 
anxious as I am for one, ready as I am 
for one, to join in friendship with 
every American under the flag, North 
and South, there is just one term of 
agreement on which I can stand, and 
only one. It must be this: I will join 
hands with no man who does not admit 
that the war for the Union was right, 
everlastingly and forever right. And 
that the war against the Union was 
wrong—was a crime, was treason, was 
all that deserved the thunders of war 
and the punishment of death. The 
man who is willing to admit the eternal 
wrongfulness of that war and its cause, 
and the eternal rightf alness of ours, 
my brother from this day forward and 
forever; but on no other ground will I 
greet him or acknowledge him. 


If one truth blazed out of the fire of 


our war, more clear than another, it 
was this, that this is a powerful nation, 
a mighty nation, that carries its em- 
blems proudly forward on sea and on 
land; that it has power that strike every 
man, every woman, every child, every 
Territory, every State, that dare stone 
in its war, it will strike them until they 
are obedient to the law."
